(P)—Four thousand hand- picked 
U. S. constabulary troops seized 
nearly 400 vessels on the Danube 
River, capturing guns and other 
contraband, in a dawn raid Tues- 
day against a Hungarian fleet sus- 
pected of smuggling SS fugitives 
and black market supplies. 

At least 30 of the vessels, includ- 
ing 12 gunboats, formerly were! 
part of the Hungarian navy and 
had fought with the Germans | 
against the Russians, Army offi- | 
cials said 

Hundreds of persons were re- 
moved for investigation, but the 
Army did not disclose whether | 


any SS troopers were bagged. The | 


heavily armed raiders struck from 
the shores along a 45-mile stretch 
of the Danube from the Austrian 
border up to Deggendorf in south- 
eastern Germany. 


Numerous machineguns, other 
weapons, radio transmitters and 
receivers, and quantities of U. S. 
Army food; clothing and other ma- 
t@rial were found, reports said. 

The 5 a.m.raid upon ships lying 
at anchor near the river bank tum- 
bled from bed nearly 3,000 men, 
women and children of 12 nation-’ 
alities. They were rounded up for 
questioning by counterintelligence 
agents. The seizure was accom- 
plished in 34 minutes, spearheaded 
by the llth Regiment of Maj. Gen. 
Ernest N. Harmon’s special zonal 
constabulary, which will take over 
the chief security role for the U. S. 
occupation forces July 1. 

The Hungarian ships were. be- | 
lieved to harbor several hundred 
former sailors and high-ranking 


who had escaped from the Black 
Sea up the Danube from the Rus- 
Sians near the close of the war. 

No explanation was offered by 
counterintelligence agents to ex- 
plain the delay in moving against 
such men, but one officer said pos- 
sibly it had been necessary to keep 
the original crews on the ships to 
maintain them. 

The Army made no immediate 
announcement whether SS troop- 
ers, or Adm. Trunkwalter, de- 
scribed as present commander of 
the remnants of the Hungarian 
navy, had been discovered. Trunk- 
walter became commander follow- 
ing the failure of Regent Adm. 
Nicholas Northy’s attempt to sur- 
render the Hungarian fleet to the 
Allies.

LONDON, Wednesday, May 22 
()—Generalissimo Stalin has ex- 
pressed regret to President Tru- 
man that a request that Russia 
assign grain to help UNRRA meet 
the world food crisis did not come 
three months ago when the Soviet 
Union “could have done something 
in this respect.” 

Truman’s request and Stalin’s 
reply were broadcast by the Mos- 
cow radio. 

In his answer to the President, 
Stalin said the request came in 
the middle of May “after the So- 
viet Union already has assigned a 
certain quantity of foodstuffs to 
France and other countries and 
when the resources of the Soviet | 
Union are already being ex- 
hausted.”’ 

Truman, in his letter tc the Rus- 
sian leader, had expressed the | 
hope that the Soviet Union could | 
co-ordinate her actions with other | 
grain exporting nations to obtain | 
better utilization of the world re- 
serves. 

The broadcast said Stalin told | 
Truman that Russia had “no ob- 
jection in principle” to the sugges- | 
tion of co-ordinating the Soviet | 
Union’s grain exports, but added | 
that the project would require “a 
special study.”

Some of the husbands were wait- 
ing at the pier to welcome their 
brides. 

AUTOPSIES TO BE HELD 

He said autopsies would be per- 
formed on the three tiny victims 
immediately.

The date was November 14, 


1918. 


The war was just over and the sailors at the Charleston Navy Yard, 
as well as servicemen throughout the world, were screaming that they 
wanted out, they wanted discharges. 


That day a slight brown-heired 
Varnisher and Painter Third Class 
Was discharged. He got to go 
home whife his mates knew they 
would have to stick around for 
weeks, maybe months. Then the 
scuttlebutt spread that this gob 
had been discharged because he 
had painted a picture of the Yard's 
skipper. 

It was true. 

The man was Norman Rockwell, 
since celebrated throughout the 
world for his amazingly human 
covers and 
Saturday Evening Post, 
the “Four Freedoms.” 

Rockwell, here on a special as- 
signment, visited The Constitution 
last night, where he met one of 
the sailors he left behind at 
Charleston in 1918, Rolfe 
gon, Night City Editor.

“Fortunately for my sake he was 
@ rather vain gentleman. I al- 
ready had been doing work for 
Post for several years and when 
he heard of it he arranged for 
me to put him on canvas. The 
result: I was discharged for “in- 
adaptability.” 

And Rockwell laughed uproar- 
fously. 

Rockwell, who began illustrating 
at 17 and studied in the Art Stu- 
dents’ League in New York, is fa- 
mous because his works are con- 
sidered ‘“‘so amusingly and amaz- 
ingly human, and so photographi- 
cally correct.” 

It’s the famous artist’s conten- 
tion that he paints that way be- 
cause he was taught that way. A 
more plausible reason is that Rock- 
well himself is so “amusingly and 
amazingly human.” He is nervous, 
eager and slightly shy, with un- 
usually small hands and small 
pigeon-toed feet. He puffs a pipe 
constantly and talks with a soft 
New England accent. 

“I’m not a temperamental paint- 
er,” he says. “With me it’s largely 
a@ mechanical process and the only 
‘urge within my soul’ is to satisfy 
the people who see the picture. 
And I love to paint as I do because 
I love people.” 

The Post currently is carrying 
a four-page spread by Rockwell of 
@ country newspaj +r office. At 
first glance it looks like a photo- 
graph, and Rockwell readily ad- 
mits that he uses a photographer 
in getting the first designs for his 
work. 

“For 23 years,” he said, “I 
thought that any artist using pho- 
tographs was a criminal. Then

“Work Amongst Working Men.” Which makes the question pecul- 
jarly apropos in regard to the thoughts behind this morning’s

The work on the new Constitution Building, cater-corner from 
this office window, is progressing rapidly.

And, realizing how difficult it would be to go 
back and correct an error, after said concrete had hardened, I pay 
silent tribute to the infinite capacity for taking pains these men 


demonstrate. 

. Of course, the whys and wherefores of all these 
Mysterious details are nothing but mysteries to me. No con- 
struction contractor I. I can understand the broad, sweeping plan. 
The basic scheme of setting up the wooden frameworks and mak- 
ing them tight and placing the reinforcing steel and pouring the 
concrete. 

But the detail—the reasons for this or that item, many tiny, 
that go into place before the pouring of the concrete—don’t ask me. 
I couldn’t explain. 

They are moving along rapidly, though, I can certify to that. 
Evidently a good contracting firm with good workmen.

State Banking Superintendent John Beasley, who was boomed in 
several counties for Governor, is being urged by his Glennville 
Democratic Committee to run for Congress. He is in the First 
District, now represented by Rep. Hugh Peterson, of Ailey. 


The hottest race looms in the Fifth District, where Mrs. Helen 
Douglas Mankin, selected in the special election last February to 
fill the unexpired term of Rep. Robert Ramspeck, faces four ° 
probable opponents for the full term. Judge James C. Davis, 
of Clarkston; Maj. John Bell, of Atlanta; J. W. Weaver, of Atlanta, 
and Capt. W. C. Lowe, of Decatur, have announced their intentions 
of running for the office. Nineteen sought the job in the special 
election won by Mrs. Mankin. The State Democratic Executive 
Committee has taken no action on Mrs. Mankin’s petition against 
the Fifth District Democratic Executive Committee, headed by 
Judge Shepard Bryan, which the Congresswoman says went out of 
existence when Ramspeck resigned. Mrs. Mankin named a new 
Fifth District Democratic Executive Committee, headed by eEzra 
Phillips. The conflict came when Judge Bryan’s committee changed 
the rules so that the Representative this year would be chosen on 
a county unit basis rather than a popular vote basis. The Mankin- 
appointed committee retained the same rules under which Ramspeck 
was elected for 14 years. Mrs. Mankin probably will qualify with 
her committee, while most of the other prospective candidates thus 
far named probably will pay their fees with the group headed by 
Judge Bryan. The showdown will come when these two district 
committees start dividing up the money with the county Demo- 
cratic committees. The committees of Fulton, DeKalb and Rock- 
dale counties will have to decide—if the State Democratic Com- 
mittee doesn’t act beforehand—whose money they are going to 
accept. Judge Bryan’s committee contends the State group doesn’t 
have power to act in this case, anyway. 


Other Races a2 ee Second piateict, mary bag: ees Cox, of Ca- 
illa, is being opposed for re-election by Neely 
Peacock, Albany lawyer. Both already have qualified. 

Rep. John Wood, of Canton, will be opposed for renomination in 
the Ninth District by Howard T. Oliver, Gainesville attorney. Oliver 
entered the race two years ago, but retired to support Wood when 
the latter announced. 


The first Georgia Representative to have announced opposition 
was Rep. Carl Vinson, of Milledgeville, in the Sixth District. Harvey 
Roughton, of Sandersville, a State Representative and a preacher, 
has been campaigning for some time. 


No candidates have been mentioned in opposition thus far to 
Rep. Steve Pace, of Americus, in the Third District: Sidney 
Camp, of Newnan, in the Fourth District, and Paul Brown, of 


Elberton, in the Tenth District. 
PAC Action Nationally, the CIO-PAC blacklisted Steve Pace, 
He was the only Georgia Representative marked for 
defeat by Sidney Hillman. Pace was blacklisted because of his bill 
to let the farmers include the cost of farm labor in figuring parity 
prices. While Pace was the only man listed, Georgians in Washing- 
ton say the PAC would like to see several changes made in Geor- 
gia’s congressional setup. Persons attending a recent PAC meeting 
in Rome said opposition was being sought for Rep. Tarver. Rep. John 
Gibson, of Douglas, is frightened lest the CIO take out after him, as 
he has been taking out after the CIO. In former races, the CIO report- 
edly frowned on Cox, Peterson and Vinson. Most Georgia Representa- 
tives who have opposition probably will claim that the PAC put these 
opponents in the field. Farm Bureau President H. L. Wingate, of Pel- 
ham, sounded such a keynote at the Third District meeting when he 
said that he would brand any person announcing against Pace as a 
“PAC candidate.”

Some Labor 


Characters 


Some of the defects of the Wag- 
ner Act, sometimes miscalled la- 
bor’s Magna Carta, were foreseen 
in the original debates in the Sen- 
ate. Millard Tydings, of Maryland, 
held out for a phrase forbidding 
coercion of workers by union or- 
ganizers and professional terror- 
ists, as well as by employers. 

The very suggestion that “la- 
bor,” meaning the Roosevelt politi- 
cal union movement, might perse- 
cute the faceless nonentity whom 
the propagandists of the New Deal 
called “the common man,” was 
scoffed down. 

The defect was immediately ex- 
ploited in the most brutal way by 
the professionals of John L. 
Lewis’ following, including com- 
bat teams of trained Communist 
terrorists. Workers were beaten at 
their jobs and on their way to and 
from work. Women employes were 
mauled. 


SHORTLY after this period of 
violent insurrection, I compared 
the professions and outward char- 
acter of Heywood Broun, then 
President of the Newspaper Guild, 
with the cruelties that were being 
executed against other reporters 
by his followers and with no re- 
monstrance from him. Broun’s per- 
sonal propaganda depicted him as 
a gentle, milky friend of man and 
yet, in the pursuit of his ambition 
to be boss of the profession, he 
drew no line at any suffering in-

flicted on other men, as good as 
Broun and certainly no less re- 
spectable in their way of life, to 
compel them to do Broun’s way 
and go Broun’s way even though 
they must abandon either their 
freedom of decision or their liveli- 
hood. 

The cynicism of this was illus- 
trated to me in a conversation with 
Dave Beck, the satrap of the 
@eamsters’ Union in Seattle. 
Broun and his clique had decided 
that they must have a strike 
against the Post-Intelligencer to 


attract attention and adorn their | 


record with a victory. So they 
made a pretext and called their 


strike. 

“Damn these amateurs,” Mr. 
Beck said, “they didn’t need a 
strike but they made it anyway 
and they were losing it because 
they were amateurs and it takes a 
professional to run a strike. So 


they called on me to pull them out 


fiand I sent my pickets down and 


won their strike for them.” 

SO THE benign, gentle Broun 
who could write and speak with 
persuasive love of the underprivi- 
leged and challenge their oppres- 
sors with glaring fury, had called 
on the general of the goons to 
erect the memorable “living wall’”’ 
to prevent other newspaper work- 
ers from going to their jobs and 
make them yield their free will to 
his own arbitrary notion of what 
was best for them. So, also, this 
living soul of the Wagner Act had 
turned friend against old friend, 
planting suspicion and hatred in 
the hearts of thousands of those 
for whom he professed his love, in 
newspaper plants across the coun- 
try, to impose his will and ambi- 
tion on men whose rights and 
peace of mind and heart he held 
inferior to that will and that am- 
bition. 


Our people and our Congress 


~——~ | were bewitched in those days and 
couldn’t believe that the men who 


were pleading the liberties and 
dignity of labor could ever be 
guilty of cruelties as heartless as 
any that they denounced. But in 
those days we had not sufficient 
acquaintance with these people. It 
took time for them to reveal them- 
selves. 

And so, in the 1942 convention 
of the CIO in Boston we were 
given a clue to the real character 
of the pious Phil Murray, who had 
succeeded his old comrade, John 
Lewis, in the presidency, and had 
now turned against him in an is- 
sue involving some pieces of silver. 
Lewis had advanced money to the 
CIO in its formative days from the 
miners’ treasury. Murray was 
then one of his vice presidents, 
and therefore this was done with 
Murray’s consent and connivance 
although the money was ot theirs 
to lend or give but belonged to 
the miners solely. 


AND NOW behold Phil Murray, 
comparing himself to Jesus Christ, 
and his sordid political troubles 
and his aches with the passion of 
the Saviour. 

“T doubt,” Murray told the con- 
vention of the CIO, “that it would 
be wise for me to paraphrase any- 
thing that happened in Biblical 
history and.compare an ancient 
condition «with the condition I 
went through in 1941. But John 
denied me after he had held my 
hand and said, ‘I shall always ac- 
knowledge you as my President, 
and President of the CIO.’ 

“You remember where Peter, in 
conversation with Christ, said he 
would never deny Him and Christ 
said he would, he knew he would. 


'And I told Lewis that in all likeli- 


hood he would make me _ go 
through my garden of Gethse- 
mane. I knew he would. He and 


‘his agents drove me to a sick bed. 
He deserted me. While I was lying | 


on my sick bed, his director of 
organization of District 50 told his 
followers, ‘You have got to keep 
after this fellow Murray until you 
kill him.’ Such was the compas- 
sion of this brave man to a sick 
friend.” 


YET, the CIO, under Murray 
and before that under Lewis, and 
with Murray’s d‘ligent help, 
rounded up American workers like 
wild animals, employing methods 
of terror and fear and denial of 
human dignity and right, and since 
then under Murray has wrung 
from millions of them millions of 
dollars of tribute to the politicak 
candidates of Murray’s party un- 
der penalty of unemployment and 
poverty for refusal. 

Such were some of the charac- 
ters impased on American citizens 
as selfless, humble servants of the 
underprivileged and _ altruistic 
friends of man in the struggle for 
the more abundant life.

Lewis has never been so high- 
handed and dictatorial in his long 
Hitlerian career. Pretending to ne- 
gotiate about wages for his min- 
ers he steadfastly refused to state 
his terms. He has said in effect, 
“I won't tell you what I want-but 
you would be damned well advis- 
ed to give me what I want.” If 
this is “collective bargaining” then 
the ravenous wolf is exercising his 
right to bargain collectively when 
he descends upon the cowering 
sheep. 

Undoubtedly, the miners and 
their families are entitled to de- 
cent living conditions. They ought 
to have proper medical care. Their 
houses should be livable. 


IF THE United Mine Workers 
were a democratic institution then, 
with some grace, it might ask that 
the operators provide a welfare 
fund to be managed by officials 
democratically selected by the 
miners. But it should be remem- 
bered that the United Mine Work- 
ers is not democratic. To be sure 
the miners have a right to vote, 
just as the Germans, under Hitler, 
had the right to vote. In other 
words, they have the right to vote 
just as John L. Lewis permits 
them to vote. The dues that are 
collected and turned over to Mr. 
Lewis are administered by him as 
if they were his. private funds. 
Only he can hire and none. but he 
can fire. No wonder that when 
John L. Lewis enters*a conference 
room at the head of his “advisers” 
the procession resembles nothing 
so much as sheep following their 
leader. Since their bread and but- 
ter depends upon Lewis’ slightest 
whim, he is not likely to meet 
with any opposition even in pri- 
vate from these “advisers.” The 
United Mine Workcrs ought to be 
democratized. 

The operators have been hard, 
oppressive and scornful of human 
rights in their treatment of the 
miners. Probably no one with a 
hand less heavy than that of John 


from them .even a minimum of 
decent coonsideration for the men 
who certainly work under the 
toughest conditions in the coun- 
try. Certainly the living conditions 
imposed upon the wives and chil- 
dren of the miners are inhuman. 
The evils of the company stores 
and the company doctors should 
be abated. The national Adminis-

The right to 
inspect mines minus the right to 
require safety methods is simply 
a farce. 

TO YIELD at the point of 
Lewis’ gun would be to create an 
industrial Munich that all of us 
would live to regret. When Cham- 
berlain, firmly grasping his um- 
brella, stepped off of the airplane 
that carried him home to London, 
he said to the British people that 
he had brought “peace for our 
time.” But he hadn’t. He couldn't.

Byrd Bill 
Not Sound 


WASHINGTON — When Con- 
gress gets riled up, as with reason 
it has again over John L. Lewis, 
it often exhibits a tendency to 
overshoot the mark and pass leg- 


islation which js regretted. 


That happened during the war 


when Congress hastily slapped to- | 


gether what was known as the 
Connally-Smith “anti-strike” bill. 
It is generally conceded now that 
the act encouraged rather than 
discouraged strikes. 

John L. Lewis was the inciting 
factor there, as he is now. But leg- 
islating against one man or one 
union often creates injustices for 
other workers and upsets construc- 
tive programs adopted jointly by 
management and labor. 


A case in point is the current 
proposal of Sen. Byrd, Democrat, 
Virginia. It is designed to prevent 
union control of the proposed 
health and welfare fund which 
Mr. Lewis has asked the coal op- 
erators to set up by contributing 
an amount equal to seven percent 
of the industry’s total pay roll. 


SEN. BYRD’S bill would pro- 
vide for industry control of this 
fund, with minority union repre- 
sentation on an administrative 
board. While this measure was 
provoked by the Lewis proposal 
for complete union control of the 
fund, the Virginia Senator argues 
that if this were adopted it would 
start widespread demand by all 
unions to set up such funds. 


The truth, as Mr. Byrd now 
find out, is that what Mr. Lewis 


asks already is operative in a num- | 
ber of union contracts, with varia- + 


tions in different trades. These 
plans, furthermore, were estab- 
lished through regular collective 
bargaining and are accepted as a 
part of ordinary relationships be- 
tween company and workers.

If the 
Byrd bill were enacted, it would 
be necessary to revise some of 
those well-established health-wel- 
fare plans.

“| IN THE ALABAMA BLACK BELT—Before 
é¢ I get on with my story maybe I had better ex- 
““ plain for the benefit of my friends in the red 
Georgia hills who don’t know much about Alabama’s geography— 
that dateline refers to the color of the soil hereabouts, not the popu- 
lation. The Black Belt is that great section of ‘Central Alabama 
which begins about the time you leave the Montgomery city limits, 
runs west to the Tombigbee River, and there bends north on into 
Mississippi. Geologists say it was the bed of an ancient inland sea, 
a great lake left here when the primeval ocean receded. Maybe it 
was. There was water here once, at any rate, for on the tops of 
the rolling hummocks, which are white and chalky, instead of black, 
you can find sharks’ teeth and the bones of prehistoric fish. 

The Black Belt, years ago, was one of the great cotton-growing 
areas of the world. The boll weevil killed it, and almost over- 
night it turned from cotton to cattle. Now you can drive through it 
mile after mile and see nothing but rolling, prairie-like land, marked 
by few trees and deep in grass. Here and there you will see a little 
cotton, but not much. Instead you drive through miles and miles of 
clover, and oats, and oats and vetch growing together. 

Everywhere you look you see cattle. 


Cattle Everywhere Rotund, ruminative Angus and Here- 


fords, purebred stock for breeding purposes, grazing placidly, rolling 
in fat. Purebred bulls of both breeds preside over harems of com- 
mon range cows on the farms that raise beef for the buteher. You 
see many dairy herds. Nearly everybody seems to double up in 
his cattle raising, running beef type and dairy type on the same 
farms. In front of nearly every house you'll see four or five milk 
cans, back from the creamery, and along the road somewhere pens 
and sloping ramps for loading beef animals onto trucks. 

The country itself is beautiful in the rich greenness of Spring. 
The flowers and grasses that must have made this land a vision of 
beauty when it was virgin prairie, generations ago, have come back 
with the demise of row-crop cultivation. The pastures are full of 
daisies, and black-eyed Susans, and the fragile pink and white cups 
of the primrose. The land itself looks prosperous, for the labors 
and the spare dollars of the last decade have gone into building it . 
up. The living quarters still show the scars of the days when the 
land was cotton-poor. Many houses need paint, and barns and 
outbuildings are shabby and rundown. When a whole countryside 
has gone to seed, you have to build up the land first. The white- 
columned mansion with a television set and an electric pressure 
cooker has to wait while the bankroll fattens.

and to a great number of its people. Now the Negro has gone, and 
the shanties where he lived rot in the pastures. He left with the 
death of cotton, for there was no place on a cattle ranch for hun- 
dreds of hands to hold a plowstock and swing a hoe. The “Negro 
problem” of this section resolved itself. The North, and the indus- 
trial cities of the South, inherited it. 

A Negro storekeeper said: “They jus’ went like birds. Went 
to Chicago and Deetroit. Went to New York and St. Louis, and to 
Pittsburgh. Went everywhere.” He pointed to two. small colored 
boys, sitting on the porch of his store. “Nobody here since dinner 
but them two little boys. Uster be on a day like this, too wet 
to work in the fields, you never see the like of peoples. Be 40 
here, laughin’ and playin’ baseball and talkin’ and havin’ fun. Thirty 
families worked on Mr. Robertson’s place before he turned to cattle. 
Now they’s four. Everybody else gone. 

“Gone, gone. I hears from some of them. They makin’ it all 
right, right now, workin’ one place and another, doing this and that. 
They makin’ out all right, long as jobs is good. But things change 
around and jobs get scarce and they goin’ to want to come back 
home. And they won’t be no place for ’em to come to.” 

Need Men Buckner Webb, of Baumgartner plantation, does not 

share that view. His 2,400-acre holding is all in 
small grain and pasture now. He works a half dozen families. If 
the migration ever turns South again, he can use plenty more. 

“We just think there’s nothing for them to do. Nothing for them 
to do as sharecroppers, maybe, but working for wages there'll be 
plenty. We haven’t even begun to develop this country. There’s 
good land, plenty of it, never touched for cotton. It will make hay 
and grain and pasture if it’s cleared and handled right, and we need 
men to handle it.” 

I wish Buck Webb would ride up the road for 20 miles or so 
and see that lonesome black man, keeping his little store. He might 
make the old fellow feel better about the future of his race. 
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The term Black Belt could once 
have applied both to the land

Reducers Need 


More Energy, 
And Not Less! 


By IDA JEAN KAIN 


Sure you have to eat to keep 
up your strength. No argument 
there. But excess food doesn’t 
make for extra strength. Alli sur- 
plus food is stored. Unhappily 
you have little choice of the stor- 
age places, and invariably the 
excess parks around the waist, 
over the hips and under the chin! 

Of course there’s no argument 
about whether you eat more food 
than you need. Your weight is 
solid proof, for fat can’t come 
from air or ancestors . . just 
food. And only from excess food 
at that. Food energy is measured 
in terms of calories. If you are 
toting 10 pounds or 20 above 
your best weight, that means you 
have put by a grand total of from 
43,210 to 86,420 calories—that’s 
a load of calories! 

But you can turn them back 
into energy. It’s perfectly safe 
as long as you have surplus 
pounds. But, don’t short-change 
yourself on nutrition. Even 
though you tip the scales too 
high, you are entitled to just as 
good nutrition as the next person. 
You can get along nicely on fewer 
calories, but you can’t get along 
on less protein, minerals and vita- 
mins to furnish materials for re- 
pair and regulating. So go right 
along eating eggs, lean meat or 
fish, milk, cheese and vegetables 
and fruits in normal amounts. 
You need them all. 

Another question that pops up 
is this—will you have as much 
energy when you cut down on 
the energy giving foods, sugar, 
starch and fats? Yes, because 
you are going to draw on stored 
fat for part of your energy ma- 
terial! Look at it this way, ex- 
cess fat is reserve energy that 
can be safely used as long as 
weight is above normal. And, 
remember this, you don’t have 
to feed excess fat! Fatty tissue 
takes little or no part in the 
work of the body, that is, in the 
activity of the body cells. In 
other words, excess fat rides 
free, it doesn’t add to your 
strength, it’s just a load to be 
carried. It’s “dead” weight. 

You don’t have to bother count- 
ing calories in order to lose 
weight . . just delete the fat- 
tening foods and the _ calories 
drop. Fats can be cut to the min- 
imum .. . use boiled dressing in 
place of mayonnaise, and vinegar 
and seasoning in place of French 
dressing. Leave off gravy, and 
trim the fat from your portion 
of meat. And cut out pastries, 
cakes, cookies and doughnuts en- 
tirely. Restrict the bread _ to 
three slices a day, with a thin 
spread of butter.
